The children were allow- 
ed. to select their own lunch 
every day for a month from 
a changing array of dishes 
ranging up to 61 vurieties. 
They were not helped or 
advised, but were given jan 
“open go" at everything on 
the table. Notes were kept 
on what each child also ate 
ut home. 


9,292 HELPINGS SERVED 


Of the 9,292 helpings 
served at the kindergarten 
some toddlers askéd for, and 
got,'as many as 18 different 
dishes at the one sitting. 
The only restriction was on 
the side of portions, of 
each dish going to the 
children. 


Meals chosen 
such mixtures as potato- 
chips, green jelly, sliced 
orange, frankfurt sausage, 
prunes, a biscuit, junket 
mixed with raw carrot, and 
a date or two.
